An Act for making a Raihom/ from London to 
Birmingham. [6^ May 1893.] 

WHEREAS the making a Eailwiiy, 
with proper Works and Conveniences 
connected therewith, for the Carriage 
of Passengers, Goods, and Merchandize from 
London to Birmngiwmt will prove of great 
{iublic Advantage, by opening an additionai» 
cheap, certain, and emeditious Communication 
between the Metrcpofis, the Port of London, 
and the large manu&cturing Town and Neigh- 
hourhood of Birmingham aforesaid, and wiB at 
the same Time faciUtate the Means of Tranrit 
and Traliic tor Tasseugers, Goods, and Mer- 
chandize between those Places and the adjacent 
Districts, and the several intermediate Towns 
and Places : And whereas the King's most Ex- 
ceDent Majesty, in right of Plis Duchy of Corn' 
waU, is ^titled to certain Lands upon the Line 
of die proposed Railway : And whereas the 
several Persons herdn -after named are willing, 
' at their own Costs and Charges^ to carry into

any of the Penalties or Forfeitures of the Statutes 
of Mortmain, and shall also liave Power agam to 
sell and dispose of the said Lands in manner by 
this Act directed.

VII. Provided always, and be it further 
enacted, That it shall be lawful for the said Com-

Planes, Tunnels, Embankments, Aqueducts,

WHEREAS an Act was passed in the 
Third Year of the Reign of His 
present Majesty, intitul^ An Act 8W.4.C.S6.

An Act to amend the Acts relating to the 
London and Birmingham fiail/ra//. 

130th June 1837.] 

HEREAS an Act was passed in the 
Third Year of the Reign of His 
present Majesty, intituled An Act for S W. 4. c. 36. 
making a RaUway frtm London to Birmmg- 
ham : And whereas another Act was passed in 
the Sixth Year of the Reign of His present 
Majesty, intituled An Act to enable the Loii- gvv.^. c. 56. 
don and Bumingham Railway Company to ex- 
tend and alter the Line of such Railway, and 
for oilier Purposes relating thereto : And whereas 
by the said first-mentioned Act it was anionijjst 
Other things enacted, tliat it should be lawful 
for the said Company to raise amongst them- 
selves any Sum of Money for making and main- 
taining the Railway and other Work$ thereby 
authorized, not exceeding in the whole Two 
million five hundred thousand Pounds, the whole 
to be divided into Twenty-five thousand Shares 
of One hundred Pounds eacli : And whereas 
by tlie said second-mentioned Act it was amongst 
other things enacted, that in case the Money

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thereby and by the said recited Act of the 
Third Year of His present Majesty authorised 
to be raised by Subscription, as therein and in 

the said recited Act mentioned, sboiild be found 
insufficient for the Purposes of that and the said 
recited Act, it should be lawful for the said 
Company from Time to Time, by an Order of 
any General or Special General Meetinj^ of tlie 
said Company, to borrow and take up at Interest 
^ny further or additional Sum, not exceeding 
in the whole One million Pounds, on the Credit 
^f the said Undertaking, by way of Mortgage, 
as therein particularly mentioned, in li^ of a 
Sum of Eight hundred and thirty-five thousand 
Pounds which by the said first-mentioned Act 
the said Company were authorized to borrow 
on Mortgage for the like Purpose : And whereas 
bv \irtue of the Powers contained in the said 
recited Act the said Company have raised on 
the Credit of the said Undertaking, by way of 
Mortgage, tlie Sum of Eight hundred and thirty 
thousand seven hundred Pounds in the whole.
